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COVER-UP 

JFK mystery far from over 


When former Texas Governor John Connally died recently, the last remaining evidence of President John F. Kennedy’s 
assassination was buried with him. But Auckland military historian Dal McGuirk, who has studied the case for the last two 
years, reveals re-examination of existing evidence may yet shed light on what really happened on November 22, 1963. 


ORE evidence tu disprove 
Die official version of Uie 
Kennedy assasai nation will 
lie revealed In a new book 
soon lo In* released In the 
United Stales. 

The book, Afetw 
llnf Guinuincul Jh’K \*sas\inulion Con 
spiran . is by American author Harold 
Weinberg, a loading eritic of the Warren 
Commission’s findings and a man ncknowl 
edged by the FBI lo know more about the 
assassination lhan anyone in the FBI itself. 

So far, Weisberg has obtained about 
330,000 once secret r words, from minutes 
of secret sessions of the Warren Commis- 
sion to FBI files, through law suits lodged 
under the Freedom of Information Act 

The book contains close-up photus of the 
president's tie. which are published lor the 
first time, and the possible reason why but 
let fragments were not taken from Texas 
Governor John Connolly’s body, who was 
injured when Kennedy was killed. 

The Warren Commission maintained the 
bullet that went through Connally had first 
entered Kennedy's neck from a point high 
on the back, virtually at the base of his 
neck, and exited through Ihe front of his 
neck, going through the knot of the lie ond 
Uu* shirt collar as It did so Weisberg con- 
tends the entry wound was at the front of 
the nock, (lie exit wound in the back, be- 
tween the shoulder blades. 

The angle mode by connecting these en- 
try and exit point* wa» altgnrd by Ihe 
commission with the sixth floor window 
from where Lee Harvey Oswald allegedly 
fired. 

Anything Hint contradicted this line at 
fire would mean an nllogelher different 
angle and therefore some oilier position 
for the assassin 

Unfortunately, any path made by Hie 
bullet through Kennedy's neck was not es- 
tablished by Uie autopsy surgeons who 
failed lo 'track' it by abseiling Hie oulur 
wounds arid the area in between. This inex- 
plicable omission placed more importance 
on oilier evidence put forward by the eom- 
> iissiun, such as llie bullet boles it claimed 
were in Hie shirt collar and tk a . 


Weisberg's book also uses close-up pho- 
tos taken by Hie FBI showing the collar of 
Ihe president’s shirt, photos which the FBI 
did not show to thu commission What 
these photos reveal are not bullel holes, 
but two Kills Weisberg claims are scalpel 
cuts. Weisberg points oui they do not coin 
cidc us bullel holes would, and arc not 
even Ihe same length He ciaims they were 
made by a nurse os she cut away Kcunc 
dy's lie. 

During the Warren inquiry. Putil Car 
ricu, Hie only doctor in Dallas who had 
seen Kennedy's body before his clothing 
was cut away, was asked twice lo describe 
Hu* location of the wound (u the front ot 
Kennedy’s neck Carrico repeated the 
wound was above Ihe shirt collar. Hut ref- 
erence lo this evidence wus left out of Uie 
commission’s repurl — Uhe a lot of oilier

When Weisberg interviewed Carrico he 
not only confirmed the president's tie. hud 
been cut off in a normal emergency pro 
cedure, hut demonstrated laiw it wus done 
uiiing his own tie He pulled it away from 
his body with his left hund and using an 
imaginary scalpel in his right, slushed at a 
point next lo the knot, first one cut up- 
wards and a second downwards tu sever it 
One of lire two nurses working under Car- 
rico at Parkland Hospital did Just that 
with Kennedy's tie, and on each culling 
stroke Ur* shirt immediately below the He 
knot was nicked by the razor sharp scalpel 
tip 

Tin* commission also claimed llie bullel 
had passed through the lie knot und re- 
ferred lo a hole in the lie as proof this was 


so What Weisberg found when he obtained 
close up photos of llie Ue, and Iras able to 
examine Uie lie wlikb Is now in Hie US 
National Archives in Washington, were two 
nicks, neither of which were bullet holes 
and neither of which had penetrated Ihe 
tie. One nick was made by Ihe nurse's *ral- 
pel, in Utc extreme tup let! corner, and the 
ill her by Hu- FBI who removed a sample ot 
Ue material for spcctrographic analysis. 
That analysis confirmed no traces of a bul- 
let had been found on orthcr shirt collar or 
tit The commission lawyer who wrote up 
this pari of the report, left out any nen 
lion of Uie spectographic analysis, iiure.id 
referring to the slits in the collar and hole 
in the tic as evidence of a build exiting at 
that point. 

Weisberg a evidence proves the build 
that went through Kennedy’s neck could 
net have been fired from the sixth lluor 
sniper s perch where Oswald was supposed 
to have Bred from. 

Thai Uw? FBI tampered with the evi- 
dence Is plain. They undid and re^knoltrd 
Uk lie wiUi their own hole (made wires Ihe 
sample piece was cut out) moved closer lo 
the centre and photographed it to make it 
look more like a bullet hole. 

The bullet fragments still in Connally 's 
holy have a lot to say on the theory of the 
so-called ‘magic bullet*. Ibis near pristine 
bxllcl was held responsible for all seven 
non fatal wounds lo Kennedy and Connally 
The 'magic bullel' wax found by a Dallas 
hflopttal engineer on a theatre trolley in a 
corridor long after the events In the aner 
gooey rooms 

No evidence was ever produced that 
connected llie trolley wiilt Crmnally or 
Ki-aiuxiy. yet the bullet bad to have come 
(nan Cunnally to fit the ‘magic bullel’ 
theory When Uie FBI examined thu al 
m art unmarked bullet they found it had 
been wiped dean of any surface residue of 
hloud und tissue or traces left by clothing 
fibres 

As Weisberg M ys, this one bullet wax 
supposed to have gone through the presid- 
ed* neck high up on ids right shoakk-r 
without touching any bones, exiting 
through his collar and tic. then at a speed

grains, Uie FBI testified - it lakes 4 HU 
grains tu make an ounce. If Uie weigh) of 
Uh» fragments sUll In Connolly's body was 
more than two and a half grains, it would 
point to another bullet being involved 

There is now no chance to compare the 
fragments still in his body with specimens 
removed from him in surgery in 1933 — 
the original fragments have all been Tost" 
by Hie FBI 

Weinberg contends Hit failure lo recover 
(he bullet fragments from Connolly's body 
is one more episode in llie long history of 
Ihe cover-up surrounding Kennedy's 
assassination 
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
